Yinkow is a port at the mouth of the Liao river, and is near or 
a part of Newchwang- 
- (sometimes called Niuchwang.) 
The Russian 
warship Sicoutch, the American gunboat Helena, and a British 
ves- 
sel are 
ice-bou- 
there. 
The entrance to the Liao river is guarded 
by many forts on both of its banks and until the ice breaks up the 
Japanese could not force their way into it although the place could 
be bombarded from the sea. 
Some time ago a cable stated that the 
residents of the place feared an attack by the Japanese 
and more 
Tecent dispatches from Newchwang 
announce that the Russians are 
now preventing foreigners from passing the limits of the city's forti- 
fications. 
There has been considerable 
trouble at Yinkow between 
Russian soldiers and the sailors on the 
ice-bou- 
American gunboat 
and the American 
consul there recently protested 
against attacks 
made upon him while assisting Japanese refugees in that place.

A special session of the Legislature is called for Wednesday, 
April 6. 
The Governor's proclamation 
to that effect appears 
in this 
issue of the Advertiser.

Governor 
Carter 
gave up all of yesterday to interviews 
with 
members of the Legislature 
and business men invited to the execu- 
tive chamber for the purpose. 
The purpose 
of the session is proclaimed to be for the consid- 
eration 
by the Legislature 
of such financial measures 
as may be 
brought before it. 
According to the opinions expressed by members of the Legis- 
lature to the Governor, the business can be dispatched within thirty, 
days. 
Some of them thought ten days. 
After the Governor had made his decision he dictated the fol- 
lowing statement for publication 
in the Advertiser: 
GOVERNOR 
CARTER'S 
STATEMENT. 
"In a period of financial depression partly caused by the low 
market price of our principal commodity, it is most unfortunate that 
the Tcrritoryshould 
be forced to increase the difficulty of the situa- 
tion by registering all its warrants 
by practically 
asking its ser 
vants and creditors to carry it until November next, thus overtaxing 
the resources of our bankers and merchants. 
"Blame whom you may, the fault rests finally with the people, 
and can be cured only through them. 
We have overreached 
our 
selves; the demands made on our general funds from every section 
and every class have placed the Territory on a plane of expenditure 
far in excess of its income. 
Our position today is intolerable. 
To 
continue simply means financial embarrassment.

I tive to retrench does not solve the difficulty, for it simply continues 
tne present wide range of public service and only cuts down the eff- 
iciency of each department, 
and does away with necessary 
repairs

The 
Merchants' 
Association 
of

McClcllan, who is here chiefly in regard 
to legislation 
affecting the electric light- 
ing franchise, to call upon Secretary 
of 
tlic Navy Moody and ascertain the pros- 
pects 
for 
improvement 
of 
the 
Pearl 
llarbor 
station. 
He hid 
an 
audience 
with the Secretary, 
the result of which 
Mr. McClcllan tells in his own words. 
"I called by appointment 
in company 
with Representative 
Calderhcad, 
of Kan- 
sas, who was a close personal 
friend of 
the Secretary 
while he was in the House 
and also in company with the Hawaiian 
delegate," said Mr. McClcllan this after- 
noon 
"Although 
the 
Secretary 
re- 
ceived us with great courtesy, and gave 
us nearly 
an 
hour's 
tunc, jet the 
net 
results of the interview 
held some very 
discouraging 
features as regards the 
dut-loo- k 
for 
any 
immediate 
operations 
at 
the Pearl 
Harbor 
Naval Station. 
"It is significant," 
added Mr. McClcl- 
lan, "that, although 
the naval appropria- 
tion 
bill 
for this 
year, 
is considerably 
the largest ever passed by Congress, 
to- 
talling 
almost 
$100,000,000, 
it does 
not 
carry a single dollar for the Pearl 
Har- 
bor station. 
'I his, the Secretary 
of the 
Navy 
explained, 
is 
partly 
due 
to 
the 
fact that the National 
development, 
has

much In a name.

modest. 
He therefore 
moved 
to 
amend the first suggested 
by calling 
it The Hllo Commercial 
and Develop- 
ment Association. 
Mr. C. E. Wright of 
the Volcano 
Stables and 
Transporta- 
tion 
Co. 
said 
he had had experience 
with 
long names and 
would 
like 
a 
shorter 
one much better. 
Dr. 
Hayes stated 
the fact that in 
the New England States every 
town 
and 
village 
had 
Its 
"Improvement 
Club" and that these 
were 
usually 
composed 
of

spirited women, 
and that the range of their operations 
did not extend beyond 
planting trees 
on the streets and cutting 
weeds out 
of alley ways.

It Is a matter of public notoriety that

RULING 
OP THE CURT.

After dwelling at some length upon

Of course, much can be done where we are 
now extravagant, and our watchword 
should be 'a full dollar 
re- 
ceived for every dollar expended.' 
"Our experiment under the present form of 
will 
certainly 
fail unless the people can be made to recognize 
the 
fol- 
lowing propositions: 
That they must, through 
their Legislature, 
adjust their own affairs; that whenever the expenditure 
of a depart- 
ment is increased, piovision must be made for it; that if a new ser- 
vice 
is demanded 
of the Government, 
some other less important 
function should be abandoned, and the difference in cost made good 
by a direct charge or by increased taxation. 
And the sooner the 
people of this Territory and their representatives 
in the Legislature 
recognise this the better. 
"Much can be said in explanation 
many ckcuscs can be offer- 
ed, but the real difficulty seems to be that those who have made 
these demands, on the Government in the past are unwilling to pay 
more taxes or to submit to special charges for special privileges 
ren- 
dered, 
i 
"Let us begin now to change this method. 
If a special service 
is required, let those who enjoy it pay for it or go without. 
To 
my mind, the foregoing illustrates one of the fundamental 
causes of 
our difficulties, and every opportunity should be accepted to adjust 
such a matter, 
for delay 
often procrastination. 
Temporary 
re- 
trenchment is not permanent 
cure. 
I believe our people feel as I 
do, that when there is a difficult or arduous task to be performed, 
the only course is to face it squarely and tackle it at once. 
"As the authority to call the Legislature rests with me, I would 
not feel myself true to Hawaii's best interests if I failed to take this 
responsibility. 
If Hawaii 
ever to fit herself for a place in the 
Union 
of sovereign 
States, we must show that we have a govern- 
ment here, not only of the people and for the people, by BY the 
people."

Ynsuda was taken to the Queen's 
Hos- 
pital 
nnd 
will 
iecoer unless blood 
poisoning 
sets In. 
According 
to the story 
told 
High 
Sheriff Brown by fellow Japanese 
sail- 
ors who were 
on the 
cssel with 
Yn- 
suda, 
the assault 
was entirely 
unpro- 
voked. 
Pour or 
five days 
ago, 
six 
Japanese were shipped 
ns able seamen 
on the Othello for the voyage 
to 
Van-come- r. 
Eight Porto Rlcnns, 
with two 
other Jnps who were working their pas- 
sages 
formed 
the crew. 
KndoshI, 
one of the Japanese, signed 
the complaint against the captain last 
night. 
Through 
Mlkl, 
the 
Jnpaneso 
policeman 
who acted ns Interpreter, he 
said that the sK Japanese .shipped 
four 
days ago with Captain Wesley. 
The 
Othello 
sailed at one o'clock 
Saturdny 
for P01 1 Tow nsend, but did not use the 
tug. 
The south wind drove the vessel 
lnshorp 
off Pearl Ilnrbor 
about 
mid 
night, when 
the captain 
dropped 
an- 
chor. 
Then, 
according 
to the 
Japa- 
nese, 
the captain 
became 
dissatisfied 
with the work of the Japs and sent a 
boat ashore for a new 
crow. 
When 
the four seamen who had been shipped 
nrrlved alongside the six Japanese

In the hold by the 
cap-tnl- n, 
according to KndoshI. 
No sooner 
had

fire 
station 
is 
given 
in 
the following pleasant manner: 
"We

Bio Wreck May Have Been Found. 
Wreckers 
at San 
Francisco 
believe 
they have discovered 
the wreck 
of the 
Pacific Mail steamship 
Rio de Janeiro. 
The 
location 
has been stated 
as being 
off Fort 
Point. 
The report 
has been 
accepted as credible and in line with the 
best theories 
as to the whereabouts 
of 
the hulk and 
its ultimate 
recovery. 
It 
has been said that no other 
vessel had 
sunk 
in 
the 
vicinity 
of 
the 
point 
in 
many years, 
so that if any wreck 
has 
been 
discovered 
at 
that 
part 
of 
the 
harbor it is doubtless that of the Rio. 
According 
to the Chronicle 
the 
sup- 
posed position of the Rio's hull at pres- 
ent 
is clearly 
indicated 
by four 
buoys 
the 
wreckers 
have 
stationed 
about 
700 
yards 
off 
the shore. 
These 
can easily 
be seen with a glass cither 
from 
the 
beach or from the bluffs above. 
The 
buoys arc anchored 
with strong cables 
and 
form 
a quadrilateral 
several 
hun- 
dred 
yards 
in dimension. 
They 
are 
about 200 yards northwest 
of the largest 
of the two rocks that rise conspicuously 
above the water southwest of Fort Point. 
Some of these buoys have been in place 
for a fortnight. 
During this time divers 
have made frequent 
descents, 
they say, 
to the deck of a vessel, which they now 
declare 
is without 
doubt the Rio. 
The 
man 
that 
claims 
the 
honor 
of 
solving 
the 
mvstcry 
surrounding 
the 
dead 
ship's 
resting 
place 
is John 
Col- 
lins, an 
who now follows the 
calling of a rope splicer. 
"I sent down three divers yesterday," 
Collins 
said, 
under 
gentle 
probing 
as 
to what 
he was 
finding 
below 
the 
surface 
of the bay. 
"They 
brought 
up 
a heavy piece of iron which one of them 
stumbled 
over on the deck. 
It was 
ap- 
parently a piece of a deck pump, such as 
may have been used on the Rio. 
One of 
my men 
was 
down 
forty-fiv- e 
minutes 
yesterday. 
This 
is 
about 
as 
long 
as 
anv one can stay down at that 
depth. 
The deck of the Rio is about 
sixty-fiv- e 
or seventy 
feet below low tide, so the 
pressure 
on a diver in armor is terrific. 
'Ihen the current 
down 
there is like a 
gale above sea. 
It is so strong that a 
diver 
can keep his 
feet only 
with 
the 
greatest 
difficulty. 
"The 
ship 
is 
lying 
on 
her 
side, 
wedged 
between 
two 
great, rocks. 
There 
is 
such 
a heavy 
list 
that 
it 
is 
hard 
work 
walking 
on deck, 
which 
is 
covered with mud and very slippery." 
The 
possibilities 
of salvage 
on 
the 
cargo of silks, rice, tea and opium 
car- 
ried 
by the 
Rio 
on 
her 
fatal 
voyage 
are, of course, 
small after three years, 
under water. 
The 
wreckers, 
however, 
are counting 
on the 
recovery 
of 
the 
bullion which they lieheve to have been 
in the ship when she went down. 
Im- 
mediately 
after the 
wreck 
the amount 
of this was stated 
to have been 
$6oo,-00- 0. 
The 
Pacific 
Mail 
officials 
have 
denied 
that 
any specie was aboard 
the 
Rio 
on 
her 
last 
voyage, 
hut 
a 
large 
part 
of 
the 
public 
has 
steadfastly 
re- 
fused to accept this denial, and Collins 
and his fellow wrecker 
aro working 
in 
hope 
of recovering 
a 
fortune 
in coin 
which, 
they are sure, 
now 
lied at 
the 
IhiiIomi of the Golden Gale. 
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WHY BURT WENT

TO 
MANCHURIA 


,Tho 
Examiner says of H. 
G, Burt, 
who spent a little time In Honolulu 
en 
route to the Orient: 
Prominent railroad 
offlclnls are still 
wondering 
why Hornce 
O. Hurt abrupt- 
ly resigned 
the presidency 
of the Union 
Pacific Itallroad, with Its snlary of 
$23,-0- 
a year, a few Weeks ago and quietly 
went to the Orient by way of S:tn Fran- 
cisco nbout ten days later. 
There has 
been no explanation of Mr. Burt's 
con- 
duct until 
now. 
It 
Is 
known 
thnt 
through 
Count 
Cnsslni, 
the 
Husslnn 
Ambassador to the United 
States, Mr. 
Burt has been given a year's 
employ- 
ment as an expert by the Husslnn 
au- 
thorities on communications nnd 
rail- 
ways. 
They want him to make a report 
on needed Improvements for the 
Trnns-slberln- 
n 
road 
and the new 
Orenburg 
and Tashkcnd Hallway. 
It Is said 
his 
remuneration will be 
$100,000 
for mak- 
ing these two expert reports. 
Mr. Hurt had some friction with B. II. 
Ilarrlman, but Harrlman 
did not want 
him to quit the Union 
Pacific. 
Hurt, 
however, felt aggrieved and dissatisfied. 
In that frame of mind he quickly 
ac- 
cepted 
the Russian's offer, thereby 
of- 
fending both Ilarrlman 
and President 
Marvin Hughltt 
of 
the 
Chicago 
and 
Northwestern. 
Burt 
Is a protege 
of 
Hughltt, the highest salaried and prob- 
ably the ablest railway president In the 
country. 
As near as can 
be ascertained, 
Mr. 
Hurt Is to consult with the Husslnn 
en- 
gineers on the 
problem 
of 
building 
nround Lake Baikal Instead of using a 
ferry system 
forty-de- bt 
miles 
in 
ex- 
tent across the lake. 
He Is also to criti- 
cize the alignment of the Siberian road 
nnd 
its bridge and culvert 
work 
and 
the rails. 
The Orenberg and Tnshkend line 
Is 
Intended 
to shorten 
tho distance and 
lessen 
the 
difficulties 
of 
conveying 
troops 
to the Afghan frontier nnd the 
Pamirs and likewise reduce the distance

and the

WALKER AROUSES 
LABOR UNIONS 


WASHINGTON, 
March 
11. 
Bear-Admir- al 
AVnlker, 
chairman 
of the 
Isth- 
mian Canal 
Commission, 
testified 
be- 
fore the House 
Committee 
on 
Inter- 
state and 
Foreign 
Commerce 
today 
that Chinese 
or Japanese coolies would 
be required to work 
on the Panama 
canal. 
In 
his 
opinion, 
on account 
of 
the Inability of American laborers 
to 
withstand 
the rigors 
Of that climate. 
He said there were not enough 
West 
India negroes 
to be obtained for the 
work, 
which would 
require 
30,000 
or 
40,000 
men, before its completion. 
This statement 
has already aroused 
the labor unions and representatives 
of organized labor here declare 
that 
they 
will at once 
begin 
agitation 
to 
prevent the enactment 
of any 
legisla- 
tion that will admit Chinese 
Into the 
Panama 
zone. 
They hold that 
the 
canal zone Is now the territory 
of the 
United 
States nnd that the exclusion 
act applies to It as well ns to any other 
possession 
of the United Stntes. 
If, 
however, 
It should 
be 
held 
that 
the 
exclusion act does not apply, the labor 
unions propose 
to fight for an exten- 
sion of the act to that zone. 
There will unquestionably be opposi- 
tion 
to the employment 
of 
Chinese 
coolies 
on the canal work from other 
than labor organizations on the ground 
that the proper sanitation 
of Panama 
would 
so ameliorate 
the dangers 
of 
fever that white labor could 
be 
em- 
ployed. 
Admiral 
Walker, 
however, 
clings 
to his belief that 
Chinese 
must 
be 
used at least for portions of the 
work. 
A meeting of the 
Canal 
Com- 
mission 
will 
be 
held 
here on 
March 
22d and the Commissioners 
will leave 
soon afterward for Panama.
